are charged with being enemies to the county 
and town in which thay reside, and to which 
they are bound by every tie of property and 
nativity, and some of them, ourselves particu- 
larly, arc publicly invited to leave Frankfort. 

The Democracy aro treated like an inferior 
order of persons, and told that the Know- 
Nothings will condescend to let them vote, 
provided they will honestly resolve tliat no man 
who is iiot entitled to vote shall present himself at 
the polls without having the comlnned kicks of 
both parties; that is, that they shall follow the 
example proposed them by the Opposition, 
and turn themselves into polls-bullies to vio- 
late law, order, and decency. Determined as 
we are not to lend our countenance to any il- 
legal voting, or attempts at voting, we shall 
never get so low down as to kick any man for 
voting legally or illegally. We have yet some 
faith in the honesty of the judges of the elec- 
tion, and shall leave it to them to determine 
who has or has not the right to vote. We 
recognize no authority in outsiders to judge 
a voter's qualifications. 

This very proposition to the Democracy lo 
join in mob violence in kicking men from 
the polls as a condition precedent to an allow- 
ance of their rights covers the whole ground 
of the charges we have to make against the 
Opposition, and establishes them. Everyone 
knows that the Opposition have had, and will 
have, the deciding voice among the officers of 
the election, and that no Democrat, native or 
naturalized, can have his vote recorded against 
the decision of the two < Ipposition officers, 
their judge and sheriff. This in all reason is 
sufficient guaranty to them that no illegal vote 
can be polled on the Democratic side; why, 
then, except from a determination to carry the 
election by mob violence, if necccssary, should 
they make the insulting proposal to Dcm- 
crats to join in kicking men from the polls?

We 
are told that "the Democracy hold the reme- 
dy for the evil in their own hands," and we 
have begun to realize the fact. 

Go to Work. — But a few weeks intervene 
between now and the election. We hope that 
every Democrat will fully realize the vast im- 
portance of rolling up a big majority for our 
State ticket, and our Congressmen, State Sen- 
ators, and Representatives.

etiange to lied honest men differing about ques- 
tions of either policy or expediency in govern- 
mental affairs, because inch has always been t'.ie 
case in 1 his country, and ill every oilier where the 
people are permitted to canvass the acts of their 
i rulers and express their opinions freely. At the 
same time there are always certain cardinal prin- 
ciples laid down in all administrative affaire of 
governments about which men cannot disagree, 
or if they do, they disagree about the effect of 
the principles upon the body politic, if faithfully 
applied. To illustrate my idea. The Federalists 
of our earlier time* wished to inaugurate in this 
country a strong central government, with a Pres- 
ident for life or for a very long term; Senators 
for lite, Representatives for a long term, and a 
judiciary after the British model, and all com- 
bining powers incompatible with State sovereignty, 
or at least with State rights. The Whigs, on the 
contrary, with far more enlightened views of 
representative government, demanded, and suc- 
ceeded in establishing out present system of gov. 
eminent, which was intended to leave the details 
of governing with the States, conferring on the 
confederation only such general control of af- 
fairs as was necessary to secure national unity, 
and independence from foreign interference or 
domestic feuds. At that time there were true 
patriots for both systems and they differed, as 
honest men might reasonably differ, in the forma- 
tion of a great republican system of govern- 
ment. 

But the successors of the first honest Federal 
patiiots wire not like their revolutionary sires. 
They were partisam from interest or passion. 
They kept up a hereditary opposition to the 
Wings without considering the public good, until 
their opposition degenerated into downright trea- 
son, and until they became so odious they had to 
surrender their organization as a party. The 
Whigs become Democrats and the Federalists 
continued in opposition, uniler one generic name 
or another, until they have no name at all now 
but "Opposition." 

Now the principles of these parties, though often j 
befogged in abstraciions, or else abandoned for a j 
time to meet certain party emergencies, are very | 
much the same as they were at the start, when 
eliminated from the subtleties of demagogues 
and facticnists. The Democrats still wish to 
confine the Federal government to its few specific ' 
duties, and particularly that branch of it which 
has from the beginning been encroaching upon the 
right* *nd duties of the co-ordinate departments. 
It is well known that Congress has usurped powers 
which were intended by the founders of our gov- 
ernment to be exercised exclusively by the exec- 
utive, and sometinns the prerogatives of the 
judiciary* Congress has also been constantly en- 
croaching upon the sovereign rights ol" the Stales, 
until our wisest statesmen become alarmed lest 
the Federal representatives should become an 



veuson, who has us clear a head and matured a 
judgment as any statesman in Kentucky. If I 
understand them correctly, those resolutions take 
the broad and safe ground of nonintervention 
with slavery in any manner or shape by Con- 
gress, either in the States, Territories, or the 
District of Columbia. They deny to abolition- 
izea Congresses the right to meddle with our 
domestic rights in any way whatever. That is the 
safe ground sir, you may rely upon it, and I was 
sorry to see you and the Statesman conceding 
anything at all to the protectionists. True old- 
iine Democrats, like the Whigs of the revolution, 
aie for limiting congressional action as much as 
possible in everything demanding national legis- 
lation. On the other band, I think if you will 
look around you, and refer to the antecedents of 
Democratic "protectionists," you will find that 
but few of them were Democrats by descent, 
or educated in the Democratic faith, but have 
been taught from infancy to look to the general 
government for everything, and to Congress as 
the controlling department of the government. 
It is only natural to find men who have been so 
taught looking to Congress forall practicable and 
impracticable exercise of power, and to insist that 
that body shall interfere with the rights of the 
States and the property of individuals. As well 
might we ask protection against horse thieves, 
thimble riggers, or incendiaries. When a new 
southern State with slavery existing in it applies 
to Congress for admission ir.to the Union, we wish 
it to be understood that that body will have no 
right to say a word about slavery. And I now 
say , that any public man who "palters in a double 
sense" on this question, or who insists upon con- 
gressional intervention in the matter of slavery > 
will not get the vote of the South for President 
in lbGO. We deny to the people themselves, (he 
squatter sovereigns of « Territory, the right to 
abolish slavery in such Territory, or drive out a 
single slave or make him free without first pay- 
ing his owner Ins just value Congressional pro- 
tection is an illusion, and squatter sovereignly 
an arrant cheat— one being no better than the 
other. \V. T.

the question of non-intervention to those political 
prostitutes, policy and expediency, and to contend 
for Congressional "protection" in the Territories. 
To admit the power to protect is to admit any 
other interference on the part of Congress the 
Northern members may choose to exercise. 

Admit for the sake of arguiiment the "pro- 
tectionists" are right in their demands. What 
will congressional action amount to? It does not 
legislate slavery into a Territory, nor keep it 
there. All Democrats now admit that the con- 
stitution permits the introduction of slavery into 
any existing Territory belonging to the United 
States. You or I, or any southerner, has the right, 
guarantied by the highest law known to our sys- 
tem of government, to take slaves, into any Ter 
ritory not acquired by a treaty the conditions of 
which might prohibit it. It is a question of in- 
ternational law about which our wisest statesmen 
have differed, whether conquered territory is to be 
governed by the laws then existing among the 
people or by the laws of contiguous States. In 
the case of our late Mexican acquisitions the for- 
mer policy prevailed so far as slavery was con- 
cerned. And for the interest of the south I 
think we had better adhere to that policv, as all 
future acquisitions of a desirable character ate 
likely to be in the tropics, where slavery already 
exists or will prevail with or without congres.-ion 
al intervention. But to return to the question 
of protection. Where do we want it? where do 
we need it? Is there a State, or a Territory, or 
or a District, where slavery already exists, where 
protection is needed? In the case of Kansas, for 
instance, if slaves have been introduced there 
they must be paid for before slavery can be abol- 
ished? If a factious legislature shculd under- 
take to drive them out by "unfriendly legisla 
tion" the Territorial Governor can resort to his 
veto. Or the Territorial Judges, like the Gov- 
ernor, appointed by the President, can set aside 
unconstitutional laws. Or the administrative of 
ficers can refuse to enforce them. Or, if a revo- 
lutionary legislature should persist in wrong- 
doing, send an army to m ike them and their con 
stitucnts do right, as in the case of the refractory 
Mormons. Congress can do no more than this 
with all the bother of prolec ion. What good, 
then, let me ask, do the protectionists expect to 
derive by conceding to Congress a power which 
it is much better for the South should be denied?

An Ordinance Concerning Slaves. 

TtEJi Qrdhiued lv th>- Mayor am3 Hoard of 
iimrn of thr City of Fraulcfort, 

1. That it shall not be lawful for any slave livin 
without the city to come Into the city, or to be four 
therein on Sunday, unless by the written permission 
of the owner or person havine the local control of 
such slave, which permission shall specify the pur- 
poso< r business for which such slave is permitted to 
come within the city, and Wall be dated and signed 
by the proper person. 

2. Itshall be the duty of the Marfhnl and Night 
Watkdi and Sunday Watch of the city, to nrrest any 
slave found within the citj on Sunday wiyP>u t such 
written permission, or not in the puisuit of the pur- 
pose or discharge of the business specified in such 
permission, and to give him or her not exceeding ten 
lashes, to be well laid on.

On me first S»J of January, 18SS, Tlios. A. 
Tajloc qualified as slierifl' o! Bourbon county, 
and with the appellee, Nunn, as one of his aure- 
tits, executed three bonds to the Commonwealth, 
one for the performance of his "eneral duties ug 
sheriff, anotlier for the collection of the revenue, 
and the third stipulating "that said 'I'hos A. 
Taylor, as sheriff', shall well nnd truly collect, 
account for. and pay over to the per-ons 'untitled 
to receive the same according to law, the county 
levy and public dues of the county of Bourbon 
lor the year 1865," etc. 

These bonds were executed by Nunn at the in- 
stance of the appellant, H Taylor, who was the 
lather of T. A. Taylor, and who, on the same 
day, executed to NaBn the following bond of in- 
eleui nity: 

"I, Hubbard Taylor, sr., do promise and obli- 
gate myself to Win. Nunn, that I will indemnify 
and sav e harmless die said Win Nunn against all 
damages, loss, and liabilities which he may incur 
by reason ol his securityship for Thomas A. Tay- 
lor, sheriff ol Bourbon county, in his official bonds 
given as sheriff as aforesaid. Witness my hand 
and seal, this 1st day of January, L856. 
(Si-ned) 

HUBBARD TAYLOR, [Seal.] 

The county of Bourbon had previously issued 
bonds to the Maysville ami Lexington Radroad 
Company, and to the Covington and Lexington 
Railroad Company, and being authorized by the 
charters of those companies to provide by luxa- 
tion lor the payment of' ttie interest on those 
bonds, the county court in October, L854, assessed 
for that purpose a lax of nine cents on each $101) 
worth of property in the county for the bonds to 
the Mavsville and Lexington Railroad Company, 
nnd of seven cents on the $100 for the bonds to 
the Covington ami Lexington Railroad Company. 
The statute authorizing the lew in the ctseof 
the former companv provides "that the tax shall 
be levied and collected as other taxes are col- 
lected in this State, and by the same collecting 
ollicer," and that bond and security shall be de- 
manded of the sheriff or collecting ollicer lor the 
perform nice of his duties. 

The act relating to the Cov. & Lex. R. R Co. 
provides that the County Court shall, if neces- 
sary, have power to Appoint an assessor, collector, 
and treaoncr. and to take from them bonds wi h 
ample security, conditioned lor the faithful dis- 
charge of their duties. 

None of the railroad tax was collected by Tay- 
lor until June, lfiio, when the County Court of 
Bouroon made the billowing order: 

••Ordered, That Th is. A. Taylor, sheriff of ill's 
county, be appointed collector of the railroad tax 
for the present year;" and thereupon Taylor, 
together with appellant, the appellee, and Wm. 
Way, as his secinitics, executed to the Common 
wealth a bond conditioned to collect, account for, 
and pay into the h inds of the treasurer of the 
linking fund for Bourbon county, according to 
law, all sums ol money so levied and collectable, 
and faithfully discharge his duties as collector of 
said railroad tax." 

Taylor, the sheriff, became a large defaulter 
and insolvent Suit was brought in Ihe name 
ol the treasurer of the sinking fund, Sic., against 
him and his sureties on the bond last mentioned, 
in which judgment was rendered against all the 
delendauls. Of that judgment Nunn was com- 
pelled lo pay over $-1,000, lor the recovery of 
which lie alterwards instituted thissuit against the 
appellant upon his bondof indemnity aforesaid; 
and obtained judgmeut for the amount, w ith inter- 
est Irom the time of payment. 

From that judgment this appeal was prosecu- 
ted. 

The Court, per Judge Duval!, decided — 

The first question is, had T A. Taylor, as 
sheriff, authority to collect the railroad tax, and 
whether it was embraced by the bond given by 
him and his sureties conditioned for collection of 
the county levy nnd public dues of the county 
of Bourbon ft* l8S5t 

Before the act of 1797 the sheriff was ex officio 
the collector of the county levy. By that act 
the County Court was authorized "to appoint the 
sheriff of the county, or any other person, col- 
lector of the county levy, &e " The act of 1799 
provides that "it shall be the duty of the sheriff to 
collect the levies laid by the County Court of his 
county, and shall enter into bond therefor," &c. 
It has been decided that the act of 1799 did not 
repeal the act of 1797. Under the former act 
the sheriff, if willing to act and gave bond, w.-is lo 
be preferred. If he did not, the Countv Court 
appointed another. (4. J. J. Marshall, 950.) 

Tne RiT.sed Stati teOiave m ule no material 
change of the above law. (Recited Statutes, 
tecs, i and 4, page 910.) 

In Graham, 4cc, vs Washington County Court, 
(9 Dana, 184,) it was decided, that although the 
slierifl' had not been appointed ccdlector of « 
special levy laid after he had executed his bond, 
yet as his bond was given lor such county levies 
as should become due and collectable while he 
continued an ollicer, he and his sureties were 
liable. 

In Colter vs. Morgan's adm'r, (12 It. Man , 
2-2,) where the sheriff gave bond in lB.'Ift, and in 
the succeeding year the Legislature passed an net 
authorizing Washington county court to levy an 
ad valorem tax, in pursuance of which act the 
countv court ordered the sheriff to collect 25 cts 
on each $100 for a special local purpose, it was 
held the sureties of a deputy who had executed 
an indemnifying bond to the principal dated in 
18SS, were responsible for the failure of the 
deputy to nay over the special levy collected. 

Sloan tft., -s Ellis, fee , MS. opinion , rest on 
same principle. 

Kllis was appointed collector of county levies, 
and gave bond for the faithful discharge of his 
duty as such in May, 1849. In June Of the same 
year a special levy was made for railroad purpo 
ses, and F.llis was appointed collector thereof, 
upon his executing bond uvtk surety in the 
penally o/$|0,0(H). This bond he tailed to ex- 
ecute, but he and his deputies proceeded to col- 
lect the special levy. lie and his sureties were 
held liable on his bond executed as sheriff on the 
ground that, as sheriff, he hail a right to collect 
the county levies, which were he'd to embrace 
the railroad levy as well as the other levies. 

These authorities establish that Taylor, by vir- 
tue of his office of sheriff, hail complete authority 
to collect he railroad tax; that his bond of Jan 
uary, l s 5o, bound him and his sureties for the 
levies and public dues of I S;">5 ; that the county 
couri, by its order of June, 1866, did not super- 
sede him as such collector, or revoke or annul the 
official authority with which Taylor was already 
invested by law, and which could only have been 
revoked by the appointment of another person 
collector; that the order neither created a new 
office nor conferred any new authority upon the 
app intce. The only practical effect of the or- 
der was to require the sheriff' to give additional 
security for the performance of his duties, which 
the law had before Devolved on hi:n. 

The execution of this bond did not supersede 
the bond of 1st Janu. rv, 1866, not release the 
sureties on that bond. The former must be con- 
sidered as additional or cumulative security. 
(Huti.hcraft r.t. Shraut't heirs, 1 .Won., 208.) 
The cases of Withers r». Hukman, See, 6 B. 
Mon., 292; 7Viyior a*. Taylor's heirs, lb , 560, 
this court decides, "though the funds arising from 
sale of the land and slaves of infants on the peti- 
tion of their guardian, under the statutes are un- 
der ihe control of the chancellor, and he may, 
and is required to take bond and security from 
the guardi an for the faiihlul'disbu-sement of the 
Fame; yet this bond is required as a precautionary 
measure, and as additional security to that which 
lias been taken bj the county court, and does not. 
discharge the sureties in the county court bund 
from their responsibility for the fund if it has 
come to the hands of the guardian. All the 
sureties in both bonds are equally bound for the 
same, and all mav be made responsible to the in- 
fants." Ice. 

Tiie analogy between these cases and the pres- 
ent argued to be striking, and the consequence in 
the whole matter is that Hub. Taylor become 
liable to Nunn on the bond of indemnity for the 
amount he was boond to pay lor T. A. Taylor, 
sheriff'. But the judgment was for too much. There 



; were four sureties in the bond executed by Nunn, 
i none of whom are shown to be insolvent. Thelia- 
i biHty of Nunn w as therefore ooly one fourth of the 
sheriff's defalcation, and to that extent only is H. 
, Taylor liable on his bond of indemnity. 

If any otber of the suieties did not pay as much 
as he ought, Nunn has his suit against him for 
contribution. 

For this errorjudgment reversed. 

The Simms and Davis Difficulty 

We regret, however, to see a disposition mani- 
fested on the part of a portion of the Democrat- j 
ic press to use this personal difficulty and the I 
communication, out of which it grew, for the pur- i 
pose of l—iw f ll l uiill£j w !if i rai capital, for weir 
party , by Creating a public sympathy for Capt. i 
Simms, and attempting to throw a slur over Mr. 
Davis. We hope that Capt Simms is not a party 
to this contemptible device, and that lie has no 
deaire to make his personal quarrels au issue in 
the political canvass between himself and Mr. 
Harlan, who cannot, and will not be held respon- 
sible bv any honorable man, for what he had no 
hand In, and certainly would not have desired to 
occur. But w ith all tins we have nothing to do, 
either as an individual or a journalist. 

Commonwealth. 

We have not discovered in our Democratic ex- 
changes any such disposition as is animadverted 
upon in the above paragraph. On the contrary, 
we have rarely seen such an instance of forbear- 
ance on the part of the press as has been prac- 
ticed towards the whole affair. Political in origin, 
designed and attempted to be used by our oppo- 
nents for political effect, we are not ready to ad- 
mit that it was not the subject of legitimate dis- 
cussion, were ourselves restrained by an indisposi- 
tion to make a difficulty which assumed a person- 
al turn, a topic of newspaper comment. It is 
very fortunate, however, both for Capt. Simms 
ami the party of which he is the nominee, that 
the posi: ions of the parties to this affair arc not 
reversed. In that case the bearing of the parties 
would have been discussed and commented upon 
fiom one end of the State to the other. Witness 
in proof of this opinion the reflections of the 
Louisville Journal, Winchester Chronicle, and 
various newspaper correspondents upon the cour- 
age of Capt. Simms, made before the correspon- 
dence placed the •flair in its true light before 
the Liiblic. 

And tl.is forbearance of the Democratic press 
is the more remarkable in view of the dastardly 
attempt to misrepresent the affair at Ruddle's 
Mills, and to use it to ihe detriment of Capt. 
Simms. So industriously was the misstatement 
of the difficulty circulated, that two days had 
scarcely ela,sed before rumors lo the prejudice of 
Captain Simms were rife in every part of the' 
district, and his honor and courage as a gentle- 
man were the subje-ts of unbridled comment. 
We remember that he was interrupted in his 
speech at lh:s place on the following Monday, 
anil taunted with cowardice by cries from the 
crowd of "Garrett Davis," "Paris Citizen," &c, 
when he had at that time in his pocket Mr Da- 
vis' challenge, showing that he, Davis, consider- 
ed himself wonted by the passage of woids at 
Ruddle's Mills. With his lips sealed by Ihe pend- 
ing Correspondence, Capt. Simms passed through 
the district, his opponents taunting his friends 
with reflections upon his courage, and doing all 
that could be done to injure Rim. Newspaper 
letters were written falsifying the affair, while his 
friends were unable to defend him until the per- 
sonal difficulty was adjusted. But when it was 
whispered that Davis hid challenged him, a 
change of tactics took place, and from a skulk- 
ing coward, Simms was transformed to a bb od 
thirsty bully panting for blood. All these facts 
are well known, and if investigated, may involve 
in the unworthy game men of no low standing in 
the district. We are not surprised therefore that 
the Opposition press are disposed to let the mat- 
ter pass without discussion, and lo Sink U as far 
as possible into oblivion. Nor have the friends 
of Ca|t Simms any desire to wring political or 
personal capital lor him out of it. He was wan- [ 
tonlv attacked, promptly repelled the unjust as j 
sault, and bore himself through the whole affair [ 
as became the chivalrie gentleman. In this he 
did no more than his friends knew he would do, ' 
and for it neither deserves nor desires any espec- 
ial commendation. As a gertlemau ol honor and 
courage he had no alternative in the premises. 
We have attempted to throw no -lur over Mr. 
Davis, further than to comment upon hiscomuni- ! 
cation to the "Citizen." which was in bad taste, 
Unsustained by facts, and unjust. His hearii g in 
the personal difficulty we regard of so little im- 
portance as to ra-s without a remark. 

Mr. Harlan is not held responsible, so far ns we 
have observed, for thi- affair. It originated from 
a purpose to aid his election, but was a most sig- 
nal failure. The people of the district have the 
intelligence to appreciate the ignominious game 
lhat was attempted, and il it was so effectually 
blocked as to bring about a rc-ac'ion against them- 
selves, the Opposition have only to blame their 
own folly for the damage. — Lex. Statesman.

Department of State 
Washington, June 25, lt>52. J 
The respect paid to any passport granted by 
this Department to a naturalized citizen, former- 
ly a subject ol Spain, will depend upon the laws 
of that nation in relation to the allegiance due 
its authority by its native born subjects. If that 
government recogniy.es the right of its subjects 
to denationalize themselves, and assimilate with 
the citizens of other countries, the usual passport 
will be a sufficient safeguard lo you; but if alle- 
giance to the Crown of Spain may not legally be 
renounced by its subjects, you must expect to be 
liable to the obligations of a Spanish subject if 
you voluntarily place yourself within the jurisdic- 
tion qf that government.

In reply, 
I have to inform you that if. as is understood to 
be the fact, the Government of France does not 
acknowledge the right of natives of that country 
to renounce their allegiance, it mav lawlully claim 
their services wdien found within French jurisdic- 
tion.

To J. B Nones, F.sq., New York. 

The letter from Mr. Everett was addressed to 
our minister at Berlin, under date of 14th Janu- 
ary, 1863, in reference to several cases which had 
been presented by tint minister. "The question 

raised," Mr. Everett writes, "has received 'he 
particular attention of the President." The fol- 
lowing extracts sufficiently state the doctrine: 

If, then, a Prussian subject, born and living un- 
der this state of law, chooses to emigrate to a 
foreign country without obtaining the certificate 
which alone can discharge him from the obliga. 
Hon of military services, he takes that step at 
his own risk. He elects to go abroad under the 
burden of a duty which he owes to his govern- 
ment. His departure is of the nature of an es- 
cape from her laws; and if, at any subsequent 
period, he is indiscreet enough to return to h.s 
native country, he can not complain if those laws 
are executed to his disadvantage. His case re- 
sembles that of a soldier or sailor enlisted bv 
conscription or other compulsory process in the 
army or navy. If he should desert the service of 
h.s country, and thereby render himsellf c.niena- 
ble to military law, no one would expect that he 
could return to his native land and bid defiance 
to In laws, because in the mean lime he might 
have become a naturalized citizen of a foreign 
b tate. 

For these reasons, and without entering into 
the discussion of the question of perpetual alle- 
giance, the President is of opinion that, if a sub- 
ject of Prussia, lying under a legal obligation in 
that country to perform a certain amount ol 
military duty, leaves bis native l»nd, and, with- 
out performing thai duty or obtaining the pre 
Scribed "certificate of emigration," comes to the 
United States and is naturalited, and afterward, 
for any purpose whatever, goes back to Prussia, 
it is not competent for the United States to pro- 
tect him from the operation of the Prussian law. 
Tiie case may be one of great hardship, especially 
if the omission to procure the certificate arose 
from inadvertence or ignorance; but this fact, 
though a just ground for sympathy, does not alter 
the case as one of international law. 



Gen. Harlan's New Hobby. 

In his speech at Lexington, the Opposition can- 
didate for Congress made an attempt to humbug 
the farmers of Fayette county w ith one of the 
silliest and shallowest specimens of demagogurry 
that we have ever seen or heard of, coming from 
a respectable candidate to a respectable people 
Knowing that a larse number of the farmers of 
Fayette county were extensively engaged in the 
culture of hemp, Gen. Harlan so lar forgot the 
respect due Ins audience as to declare that, if 
elected, he would use his influence to obtain ihe 
passage of a law protecting hemp, Ihe effect of 
which would be to greatly enhance the price of 
that commodilv. (ten. Harlan did not explain 
the various parts of his patent machine for pro- 
tecting hemp. We suppose, however, that it will 
only operate upon the hemp fields of the Eighth 
District. It would never do to spread his patent 
protector over Missouri, because that would en 
able the hemp growers of that Stale to compete 
with the hemp growers of the Eighth Congres- 
sional District, and thus destroy ihe inducement 
which our hemp rai-ers now have In vote for Ad- 
jutant General Judge John Marshall Harlan. 

Gen Harlan did not explain why the hemp 
growers of Kenlucky needed or were entitled to 
protection more than the wheat growers or stock 
raisers. His reasons for thus singling out one 
branch of agriculture for protection, to the ex 
elusion of all the rest, he kept to himself. We, 
tor one, should liked to have heard them. We 
had always suppeved that our hemp growers were 
well calculated to take care of themselves; and 
that they raised hemp because they found it more 
profitable than other crops; and' that when it 
ceased to be so, they could abandon its culture 
without the aid of a special act of Congress. 

It is consoling to know that this Youthful 
prodigy has a f ull appreciation of his ow n wonder- 
ful genius. He expects by his own unaided ex- 
ertions, to repeal the existing revenue laws of the 
United States, ami establish a high protective 
tariff" upon hemp for the benefit of the hemp 
grow ers of Fayette county. After the election 
it will doubtless be a consolation to him to know 
that his own modesty did not defeat him. 

His opponent — Capt. Simms — treated this 
ridiculous hobby as it deserved, refusing to recog- 
nize it ns an issue in this canvass, or to be 
diverted from the political issues now before the 
country by such a shallow subterfuge. 

I), sperate indeed must be the prospects of a 
candidate who is driven to such contemptible 
demagogucrv. It is hy many degrees weaker 
than the "distribution" hobbv wbirh was ridden 
by Roger Hanson in 1857. — Paris Flag.

The Discussion at Maysltck — Messrs. 
Magoffin and Bell. 

The gubernatorial candidates addressed the 
people of Maysltck and vicinity on Tuesday lost. 
We attended the meeting; and with mucb satis- 
faction we record what we saw and heaid. 

The systematic exaggeration of the respectable 
talents of Mr. Bell, by the Opposition press, had 
prepared many to anticipate his easy triumph over 
his competitor; and many of his political friends 
attended this mee'.ing without a thought of what 
was to be the result. We have no disposition, 
under any circumstances, to disparage or misrep- 
resent political opponents. It they are able and 
eloquent, we have nothing to gain by denying it. 
ll then positions are right, it is ourduly lo agree 
with them. If they are wrong, we can refute 
them without resorting to misrepresentation. 
But if we were partisan enough to de ire paper 
triumphs for our candidates at the exepense ol 
truth, and weak enough to misrepresent the po- 
sitions and pervert the language of political oppo- 
nents to secure such victories, there would be, in 
this case, no reason lor us to imitate the course 
pursued by a largo portion of the Opposition 
press of the State in this regard, and no tempta- 
tions to sacrifice our own self respect by stooping 
to such a course. Able, eloquent, ingenious as 
.Mr. Bell undoubtedly is, a paragon of knightly 
courtesy, chivalrie and daring as it is necessary 
lor him to le, we can say, in all truth and can 
dor, lhat in the discussion at Mavslick, Mr. 
Magoffin gained a marked and decided advantage. 
In another cause and under other circumstances, 
Mr. Hell would be a most formidable opponent; 
but with all his conceded abilities, he did not and 
dares not meet frankly and fairly the clear, con- 
cise, logical, and conclusive arguments of Mr. 
.Magoffin. When even Mr Bell shrinks from an 
appeal to reason in defense of the positions he 
assumes, and endeavors to divert the attention of 
lite people by well toid auecdotes and the skillful 
introduction of i, relevant and extraneous matter, 
it is too apparent that they cannol be sustained by 
tacts ar.d arguments for even partisan friends to 
deny it. Mr. Bell is an attractive speaker, but 
while he amuses his friends, he discourages them, 
and shakes their confidence in what ther were 
prepared to believe sound and correct. 

Mr. Magoffin, on the contrary, agreeably sur 
prised Ins friends, us he will do wherever they 
hear him He is an able and well informed man, 
a close and logical re* Boner, an eloquent and at- 
tractive speaker, in every way worthy to bear the 
tune honored banner ol Democracy in this can- 
va-s and lo lead the hosts who march beneath it- 
folds to glorious victory. Conscious of ihe truth 
of his principles, secure in the strength of his 
cause, relying upon the intelligence of the people 
and their love of their country, Mr. Magoffin 
seeks not to amuse his audience with thread bare 
jests, or thrice told tales, but appeals to the un- 
prejudiced reason, to the sound judgment, to the 
honest patriotism of the incorruptible masses; 
an I such appeals, fortified by incontrovei tible 
lads, sustained by the records of the country, and 
urged by the experience of the long past, are 
never, and can never be, in vain. They are ad 
oiessed to the understanding, Sod not to the fancy 
or to the prejudices of the people whose jod« 
meat they convince, and whose actions they will 
influence. 

Mr. Bell, at Mavslick, devoted the greater por- 
tion of his time to a repetition of the charges 
made against the Democracy by the Louisville 
convention, whose actions, however, lie repudiated 
and whose platform he disowns and spits upon, 
declaring himself fiec and independent of all 
platforms, and denying his responsibility for the 
obnoxious acts and dangerous principles of those 
whose support in this canvass he expects. In 
support of these charges ho presented no new 
fact! and urged no new arguments, rehearsing 
only the stereotyped and olten refuted statements 
of the Opposition address. Mr. Atagoffin'l re- 
ply to this part of his speech was conclusive, di 
reel, and satisfactory; while his arraignment of 
the Opposition, of whom Mr. Bell is the candi 
date, iqion their lecord, and his exposition ol the 
fatal and irreconcilable differences between ti e 
gentleman and those who nominated him, rcu- 
oering hearty and honest co operation impos-ible, 
w ere supported by documentary evidence which 
lelt no room for a doubt, no opportunity for ex- 
planation, no chance for evasion, and no way of 
escape. 

Upon the question of slavery in the Territories, 
they both clearly and explicitly staled their posi- 
tions. How, alier hearing them speak, any one 
can mi- understand either, is more than we can 
comprehend. 

Mr. Bell believes that slavery goes into the 
territories ol the United States by virtue of the 
Constitution; that as soon as a territory is organ- 
ized, the constitution Hings its protecting wing 
around slave property therein; lhat a southern 
man has a right to take his slaves lo the territo- 
ries and hold them there as properly; that the 
constitution guarantees him protection in the use 
of such property; that Congress has the constitu- 
tional power to protect slavery in the territories; 
tiiat "Congress ought to interfere to protect 
southern property in slaves in the territories;" 
but that, should we demand protection in the ex- 
ercise of a cleur and undisputed constitutional 
rigid, and it be denied ns, that we ought lo sub- 
mit to the violation of this right and still remain 
in a union in which constitutional guarantees af 
ford no security, in which con-titutional rights are 
trampled under foot, in which we are wronged 
without remedy and injured without redre-'s. 

.Mr. Magoffin believes that slavery exists in all 
the territories of the United States under the 
constitution; that southern people have a right to 
take their slaves into the territories and hold and 
use them thcie as property) that the consti- 
tution guarantees l.im protection in the exercise 
of this right; that Congress has the power to 
protect while il cannot prohibit slavery in the 
territories; lhat a territorial legislature cannot, 
either directly or Indirectly, exclude or abolish 
slavery; that any unfriendly or hostile legislation 
onthepaitof a territorial legislature would be 
unconstitutional, null and void. He believes 
slavery is already sufficiently protected in the 
territories, ami is opposed to 'he wanton intro- 
duction of this question into Congress again, but 
when tiie laws already existing fai 1 to protect the 
righlsof the slaveholder in the territories, and 
the territorial legislatures refuse to give aue- 
quate protection , he believes a necessity will have 
arisen which will make it the duty of Congress 
to pass laws to protect these rights lie believes 
the slave owner has a right to hold his slaves ill 
the territories, am! that it is the duty of the fed- 
eral government, including the executive, the 
judicial, and the LEGISLATIVE departments, 
each acting in its proper sphere, to rROTEcr 
him in the exercise of this right. 

We submit, that lile position of Mr. Magoffin is 
unequivocal That it is direct and explicit. That 
no honest man can misendersland it. 'lhat it is 
safe, sound, and satistactoiy lo every true and 
determines friend of the -outh. 

The Democrats are greatly pleased with the 
gallant, manly bearing of Mr. Magoffin. They 
are entirelv satisfied w ith all his positions. They 
are greatly elated over the resi.lt of the discussion. 
They will go to work with an hoiiestdetermination 
to give him such a vote in old Mason as was 
never given lo a Democratic candidate before.

Deep I.nid Srliemc V.x pourd- The Par- 
lien Arrested. 

We made a notice a few d .ys since of the ar- 
rest of Taylor Roberta, near Paris. Ky. , charged 
with a robbery near Milton, in Trimble countv. 
The Cincinnati Enquirer gives the following ad- 
ditional news : 

Through the instrumentality of Marshall Mc- 
Laughlin, we were on the first of the month in- 
loi med by telegraph dispatch of an arrest made 
of Taylor Roberts, about four miles from Paris, 
on a change of being connected in a robbery that 
took place aear Milton, in Trimble county, some 
ti.ne in May Istti 

As near as we can nrrive at the circumstances 
of the case, three men, whose names are Cort- 
land Todhunter, of this city, Taylor Roberts, and 
John Morrissey, of Trimble c unty, concocted a 
scheme, at a little meeting the trio had here, 
to rob a man by the name of John Kennedy, who 
resides near Milton. They accordingly, on the 
Bisht of the 2.'id day of May — that K two of ihe 
paity, who have since proved to be Roberts and 
MorrUsey— visited the house of Kennedy, dis- 
guised as negroes, broke in, took Kennedy from 
his bed, tied his hands behind him, and were then 
about to proceed to rob the house, when Ken- 
nedy's wife appeared in the room, and seized one 
of tiie robbers, whose finger, in the scuffle lhat 
ensued, she bit off, and at the same time tore a 
strap from his shirt, which caused the robb ers in 
flee from the premleea. ^3 

From the general character of this Roberts, he 
was subsequently watched until suspicion became 
to strong he was arrested, as we have slated 
above. When he was taken he blowed upon 
Morrissey, or Morris, w ho was arrested yesterday 
morning as an accomplice in the crime. The 
twain being in durance vile, peached upon Tod- 
hunter, charging him with having concocled the 
scheme, though they did nut allege that ht- was 
present at its execution. On the strength of 
their assertion To. ihnnter was also arresled by 
the officers of Trimble countv. Counsel for the 
prisoners sued out a writ of habeas corpus, be- 
fore Mayor Foley, who, alter hearing the evi- 
dence, remanded them to the' custody of the of- 
ficers of Trimble county, and they left for Milton 
yesterday morning- Roberts had previously been 
taken there and secured in jail. Their trial will 
come otf at the next term of the Circuit Court.
